CHAPTER 98.

AN ACT to authorize the Wausau Lumber company, its suec-
cessors or assigns, to erect and maintain booms, piers and
sorting-works on the Big Rib river, in the county of Ma-
rathon and state of Wisconsin.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:

Sorting works; tolls; navigation. SectioN 1. The Wau-
sau Lumber company, a Wisconsin corporation, its successors
and assigns, is hereby authorized to ereect and maintain sort-
ing-works upon the Big Rib river in section twenty-one (21)
township twenty-nine (29) north, range five (5) east, in the
county of Marathon, such sorting-works to be so erected, main.
tained and operated as not to unreasonably interfere with the
navigation of the said stream by others. and for the purpose
of enabling the Wausau Lumber company, its successors and
assigns, to remove from the said river logs owned by it or
them. This act shall not be deemed to authorize the Wausau Lum-
ber company, its successors or assigns, to charge any toll ar
like fee for sorting logs and the main channel of said rives
shall be kept open at all times when the said sorting-works
are not necessarily in use for the purpose of removing iugs
from said river.

Booms and piers; width of channel. Secrion 2. The
Wausau Lumber company, a Wisconsin corporation, its sue-
cessors or assigns, is hereby authorized to ereet and maintain
booms and piers, for the purpose of storing logs, on the Big
Rib river in sections sixteen (16), twenty-one (21) and twenty-
eight (28), in township twenty-nine (29) north, range five (5)
east, in Marathon county. Said booms and piers to be so erected
as not to interfere with the navigation of said river by others,
and a clear channel thirty feet in width shall be maintained at
all ordinary stages of water for driving.

Only upon company’'s lands. SecrioN 3. This act shall
not ve deemed to authorize the erection of said sorting-works or
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booms exeept upon lands now owned or that may hereafter be
acquired by the said Wausau Lumber company, its sucecessors
or assigns.

Amendment and repeal reserved. Sgcrion 4. The right
to amend or vepeal this aet at any time is hereby expressly re-
served.

SEcTION 5. This act shall take eflect and be in foree from and
after its passage and publication.
